Washington, November !1!.—According 
to wireless messages received at the 
white house from the battle ship Louisi- 
ana, President Roosevelt and party are 
experiencing fine weather and greatly en- 
joying the trip. One message received 
over night was sent from the ship Sat- 
urday at 8 p. m., and was as follows: 

“At 8 p. m., latitude 28.27 north, lon- 
gitude 74; fine weather.”’ 

This would indicate that at that hour 
the squadron was about 150 miles east 
of Jacksonville. 

Another message was, picked up at 
4:58 a. m., Sunday, by the station at 
Dry Tortugas, Fla., reading as follows: 

‘Weather excellent; everything going 
well. Louisiana and convoys steaming 
southward in column. The president anG 
Mrs. Roosevelt are greatly enjoying the 
trip. spending a great deal of time on 
deck.”’ 

Secretary Loeb said tonight that the 
president had not beén heard from since 
the wireless that was picked up at 5 
o’clock this morning. Secretary Loeb ex- 
pects no further communication until to- 
morrow, as the understanding was that 
one message a day would be sent to the 
white house from the Louisiana.

The Longer the Retirns From the 
Counties Are Delayed the Long- 
er Those Elected Wilf 
Be Kept Out of 
Office. 


Montgomery, Ala., November |!.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Though the law says that the 
governor, secretary of state and the at- 
torney general, composing an election 
board, must within fifteen days after 
every §tate election, count the returns 
and eclare the result, they do not 
have to walt the full jength of time if 
the returns are in. It is, therefore, of 
vast aid to everybody concerned if the 
county boards, which counted the votes 
Friday, will rush the returns to the 


capitol. No commissions will be issuec 
until the governor makes proclamation 
and the counts are sent back to the 
probate judges d the new officers 
qualify. 

The board noted\above does not count 
the vote for goverhor, lieutenant gover- 
ner, attorney general, auditor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, superintendent of 
education or commissioner of agricul- 
ture and industries. These are sent 
sealed and by the governor delivered to 
the speaker of the house. The board 
does count the returns for supreme court 
judges, railroad commissioners, congress-~ 
men, representatives in the legislature, 
sheriffs and other officers. 

The longer the returns from the coun- 
ties are delayed the longer those who 
have been elected to office will be kept 
out of their places, hence it is well to 
let them come along as rapidly as pos- 
sible. So far the following counties 
have sent them: Bibb, Bullock Cal- 
houn, Chambers, Cleburne, Dale, Escam- 
bia, Greene, Limestone, Lowndes, Mor- 
gan and Russell. 

The voting officers must file the elec- 
tion certificates with the probate judges, 
says the law, who must immediately 
forward .such certificates to the secre- 
tary of the state. There are very few 
officers this year save representatives, 
sheriffs, one or. two county judges and 
a number of commissioners. These have 
to be reported to the secretary of state, 
because he has to commission them. \| 

“My attention has been called to an 
appeal sent out by the alabama Press 
Association for the storm sufferers at 
Bayou La Batre and Coden.

Strong Addresses by Leading Church- 
men on Missions—Believed That 
Conference Will Quicken the 
Interest of the American 
Church in Missions. 


Columbia, 8. C., November 1!1!,—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The second.annual conference of 
the fourth: department of the Domestic 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant BPpiscopa} church -has just 
closed a most successful three days’ 
session in this city. 

The conference has been marked by 4 
spirit of concession, by the laying aside 
of personal affairs and interests for the 
success of the conference. <A notabie 
example in this connection was the fact 
that Thomas Dixon, Jr., cancelled his 
engagement for the “One Woman” in 
order that the missionary mass meet- 
ing night be held in the Columbia thea- 
ter; resulting in a financial loss to Mr. 
Dixon cf at least $1,200. Although ‘the

Good Work of Rev. Mr. Witsell.

Southern Prosperity. 

Few of us like statistics, but when 
those statistics tell the gratifying and 
unchallenged story of southern pros- 
perity they become vastly more in- 
teresting. 

According to The, Manufacturers’ 
Record, one of the most reliable jour- 
nals in the country on southern sta- 
tistics, the south now has just 5,000, 


000 less population than that of the’ 


whole country in 1860, but its real 
and personal property, including four- 
teen southern states, is $2,000,000,000 
more than the real value of such 
property in the whole country in 1860. 

Conspicuous among the southern 
states making vast material progress 
are Georgia and Alabama. In Geor- 
gia vast sums of money ,are being 
subscribed for the developmént of 
water power and the construction of 
new long-distance lines of electric 
railway, new factories aud buildings 
of every character. 

Alabama shows this year an in- 
crease in the assessments gf taxable 
property over last year of $29,000,- 
000 in round numbers. 

This year the total assessed valua- 
tion of property in fourteen southern 
states will probably be about $7,100; 
000,000, or an increase over last year’s 
figures for these states of $450,000,- 
000. Southern farm values have also 
increased between 1900 and 1905 36 
to 40.3 per cent. 

Southern prosperity is increasing 
at a steadily advancing rate, and the 
movement of factories and mills, from 
other parts of the country to this sec- 
tion will rapidly accelerate its ad- 
vance. The showing as made by The 
Manufacturers’ Record js a gratifying 
one.

The Egyptian Cotton Crop. 

It doesn’t cut much figure whether 
the ‘Egyptian cotton crop is short or 
long, though it may doubtless be of 
interest to note that Bgypt’s crop for 
the season just closed was only 798,- 
105 bales, a decrease of 44,975 bales 
as compared with the previous year. 

Neither Egypt nor any other coun- 
try has the power, as numerous tests 
have shown, to make any inroads on 
the south’s great agricultural in- 
dustry. 

But what is interesting in this con- 
nection is the fact, noted in the 
current consular reports, that certain 
countries, notably among them Ja- 
pan, are importing less of Egyptian 
cotton and more of the American sta- 
ple. There are, it is true, many uses 
for the Egyptian cotton to which the 
finer American staple is not. put, and 
the world will find no difficulty in 
consuming all of it that can be made. 

Japan, in the meantime, has learned 
that the American staple is the best 
there is, and progressive as_ she is 
ahead of other nations, is turning it 
into finished products, not only suffi- 
cient for her own uses, but in quan- 
tities that have enabled her to build 
a profitable and growing trade with 
her eastern neighbors.

4 Ff it be true that human nature is 
much the same wherever one may 
fina it, then it is equally true that 

the fiction reading public In the United 

States is almost exactly alike in tase, 


and the latter proposition is by far the 
‘more capable of demonstration. : 

That the fiction-loving public of At- 
lanta—that portion of it which keeps 
strictly up-to-date with the latest hovels 
from the press—is dalmost identical is 
taste with the other large cities of the 
United States is proven by the sales of 
local book dealers. This is true only, 
however, of that class of novel readé*s 
who keep abreast of the times, and con- 
vider it Mttle short of social crime to te 
unable to assert at social gatherings thst 
they have read the latest of the six “best 
sellers,”’ proof of which they are pr2- 
rared to Wiscuss that particular one. 
There i» another large class of fictinn 
readers which will have none of the 
ephemeral novel of the day, and resign- 
ediy wait until time shall have winnowst 
the wheat from the chaff. If the “best 
celler’? measures up to this doctrine 2%f 
the survival of the fittest, it is deemec 
worthy of a place on the brary table, but 
rot otherwise. 

Local Six Best Sellers. 

Here- is the mental pabulum-on which 
the class which keeps up with the late3 
fiction brought to Atlanta is now sub- 
fisting on, the six best sellers-being de- 
termined by the sales made by the sev- 
eral local book dealers: “The Awakening 
of Helena Richie,”’ 
‘The Fighting Chance,” Robert Cham- 
bers: “The Call of the Blood,”’ Robert 
Hichens; “Anna Boyd,” Will N. Harben; 
“Jane Cable,’’ George Barr McCutcheon; 
“Whispering Smith,” Frank H. Spear- 
man, . 

This. differs. but slightly from the list 
compiled from information furnishegd by 
publishers as to the six leading sellers tn 
Atlanta,. that list setting forth the fol- 
luwing novels in the order named: “The 
Fighting Chance,” Chambers; “Jane ©:- 
“hie,” McCutcheon: “The Awakening of 
Flelena Richie,” Deland; ‘‘The Spoilers,” 
Beach; “The Tides of Barnegat,’’ Smith;

That there is wonderful unanimity of 
opinion between the readers of modera 
fiction is evidenced by the combined list 
of the six novels most ir demand in the 
large cities of the United States, the mo7t

Churchill: “The Tides of Barnégat,”’ 
Emith: “The Awakening of Helena 
Richie,”’ Deland; ‘Jane Cable,’”’ McCutch- 
eon; “The Treasure of Heaven,” Corelli. 

But to come back to Atlanta readers. 
In addition to the six novels named as the

‘But the preference shown by the sales 
of novels does not indicate the taste of 
the reading public, taken as a whole. 
There is a still greater host of readers 
who are not moulded by the adyance 
notices of the “six best sellers,” and 
the predilection of these for a certain 
class of fiction is the beet criterion of 
the public taste, taken as a whole. 


“English Classics” Preferred. 

At the Carnegie library, which alj 
classes patronize, quite another and pet- 
ter story is told by the frequéncy wita 
which a certain class of fiction is called 
for. It will no doubt surprise you to 
learn that the so-called English class- 
ics—the novels of Dickens, Thackeray 
and Scott~are now as much in season 
with the majority of the patrons of the 
library as they were in the days of our 
fathers. But such is the case, and i 
is true also of the foreign masters o7 
literatute, the translations of Hugo 
‘Balzac and Dumas being in constant 
demand. These standard novels are 
bought in complete sets, in addition t> 
which five or six additional volumes o? 
the most popular of each set is pur- 
chased, notwithstanding which it is fre- 
quently the case that an inquirer is un- 
able to secure a certain volume of one 
of these standard sets. 85 frequently 
are they read and handled that the li- 
brary has to buy and replace worn-oug 
volumes at short tntervals. 

While the best of the tate novels aud 
procured as s00n as published, the ater. 
age modern novel reader i« unwilling 
to wait until the lbrary secures the 
latest sensation in fiction, so a staide: 
class of readers look to this place for 
their literary dissipation.

Consider as Well as France. 

Rome, November 1!!.—The vatican de- 
nies the reports which predict a rupture 
between Spain and the Holy See. Vati- 
can authorities declare that the difficul- 
ties between them and Spain haye been 
very much exaggerated by the Spanisa 
liberal press, backed up by French 
newspapers, and that the negotiations 
between Rome and Madrid are proceed- 
ing in a most friendly manner, It w 
pointed out that all the members of the 
he gag Spanish cabinet are good Cath- 
olics.

Report on Medical Department 
Work by Surgeon General 


Comparison Made With Other Armies. 
American Army Second in Death 
Rate—Much Alcoholism in 
the United States 

Army. : 


Washington, D. C., Novenrber |!1.—The 
report upon the work of the medical de- 
partment of the army, by Surgeon Gen- 
eral R. M. OReilly, which has just been 
made public at the war department, gives 
with great detail of that service during 
the calendar year 1905, and also com- 
‘pares the Hdalth of the different armies 
.of ‘the world, as far as possible, in view 
jof the different conditions in each army. 

The United States and Great Britain 
‘are the only countries whose statistics 
include that part of the army serving 
outside of the home country. Many of 
the countries have a low death rate be- 
cause their sick are promptly ‘discharged 
or retired, and die out.of the service in- 

stead of on the sick report. 

“The highest rate of admission to the 
sick report is held by the Dutch army, 
whose rate is 13.21 per thousand men; 
with the American army ranking sec- 
ond. with 12.95, and the Russian army 
‘holding the lowest rate of 3.48 per thou- 
sand men. 

The British army ranks first in the 
death rate, with 7.3 deaths per thousand 
men: the American army having the 
hext highest, 6.28. ‘The Prussian army 
has the lowest rate, 2 per thousand men. 

An {mportant factor in judging the rel- 
ative healthfulness of the different armies 


to their standard, excelling all others ex- 
cept the Dutch and Savarian. The 
average duration of each case in the 
United States army was less than one- 
half of that of the British and a little 
more than one-half that of the Spanish 
army.

The surgeon general states that the 
report during the year was 73,742, equal 
to an admission rate of |,295.97 per thou- 
sand men, compared with 1,354.89 for 
the previous year, and 1,903.3) for the 
sexennial period from 1898 to i903. 

The death rate was also much better 
than for the previous year, there being 
368 deaths from al causes, equivalent to 
6.28 per thousand, as compared with 6.75 
for the previous year, and 7.16 for the 
six-year period. 

There. was an increase in discharges 
for disability, which numbered 1,464, or 
at the rate of 25 per thousand men, as 
compared With 22.9 for the preceding 
year. This increase is accounted for by 


\the new system of recruiting many men 


now being discharged after enlistment 
\who would formerly have been rejected 


/vefore enlistment. 


Tuberculosis Led as Cause of Death. 

As a cause of death tuberculosis - led, 
with a rate of 0.68, a slight increase as 
compared with the previous year; pneu- 
monia was second, rate 0.32, as com- 
pared with 0.65 for 1904: typhoid fever 
dropped from 0.33 to 0.29, and dirrhoea 
diseases from 0.30 86last year to 
0.20. 

In comparing the different arms of the 
eervice the admission rates was highest 
in the field artillery, and lowest in the 
hospital corps, while the death rate was 
highest in the hospital corps, and low- 
set in the coast artillery. 

In a chapter devoted to recruiting, the 
report shows that the proportion of for- 
eign born white recruits was slightly 
larger than last year, 146.12 per 1,000, 
as against 140.32 for 1904. As the re- 
sult of the reduction of the minimum 
age for enlistment from 2! years to 18, 
there resulted an enlistment of 1,270 men 
under 20 years of age. 

For the Niagara N. Y., which last year 
showed the lowest admission rate this year 
occupies the same enviable position, and 
in addition had the lowest non-effective 
and discharge rates. 

A comparison of the health of the col- 
ored troops with that of the white troops 
is given in the report, and with the ex- 
ception of the death rate, all the other 
rates were lower for the colored troops 


than for the white troops. 


Troops in the Philippines. 

In speaking of the health of the troops 
in the Philippines, the report says that 
all the rates, except the death rate for 
disease, were lower than in i904. Tuber- 
culosis alone caused nearly 50 per cent 
of the discharges, and more than 20 per 
cent of the deaths from disease. Again 
this year al] the rates except the death 
rate were considerably lower for Filipino 
than for American troops. The death 
rate total and disease only, was, however, 
much higher among the Filipinos. Un-'

to build larger and larger poor houses, 
and orphan asylums and insane asylums, 
But, eyen granting it does not accomplish 
enough for. the poor family, it has an- 
other virtue—it teaches us what sufferings 
zo on about us, what noble qualities 
grow in hard conditions, what laws and 
institutions our state needs to prevent 
little children from being brought up in 
ignorance and filth and _ ~vice. Judge 
lamar calls the children ‘the wards of 
the court, the pope of the state, and the 
seed corn of the fvture;’ so to learn how 
best to protect them is worth our time, 
whether the visiting in itself seems profit- 
able or not. ' 

“A visitor, to be successful, must be 
moderately intelligent. kindly, with the 
principles of modern charity well learned 
and well believed in. He must have pa- 
tlence, for to mould character. is not so 
easy as to feed mouths. Above all, he 
must believe in our common human na- 
ture, and sympathize with its frailties. 

“And so we ask all charitable societies 
to use the files. A case comes to my 
mind where neglect of this precaution

‘the market will fluctuate sometimes vio- 
lently—in response to reported damagtag

eases. I have never known a prospective 
buyer of any farm product to ask the 
| producer what it cost to produce it, as a 
| guide in making up the price he will of- 
| fer. The buyer is actvally Mmited by 
the prices prevailing, and which he must 
accept, if he is buying to sell again. It 
1S & matter of no concern to him whethe-; 
w bale of cotton oost the grower 4 cents, 
Or 5, og 6, or 10 cents a pound. It is 
none of his Dusiness. The simple truth 
is that there is no uniformity in the cost 
fof production of cotton, or of any othe- 
product that depends upon so many vary- 
rang conditions, such as character and pro- 
ductive capacity of the soil, the seasons, 
varying cost of labor, etc. One tarmer 
may produce a crop of cotton this year 
at a cost of 6 cents a pound, while his 
neighbor on one side, possibly a beiter 
farmer, may grow his crop at a cost of 
5% cents, and it may cost his neighbor 
on the other side 8 cents, and others 10 
cents, and even more, & produce a pound 
of cotton. There must be, and is, aa 
average cost of production, which might 
be found by adding together the cost of 
cotton on every farm «and dividing the 
sum by the number of farms. Or the 
estimate might be confined to a single 
state or county or neighborhood. But

Moreover, in any one crop year the %y- 
erage cost of production in Texas may be 
6 cents a pound, while in Georgia ‘{ migh: 
be 8 cents. 

It is a broad fact that the cost of 
production in any ‘one year, or for a 
series Of years, varies on different farms 
all the way from .% to 20 cents a pound. 
A few farmergy’may grow cotton in some 
years at t lower price of the above 
figurés 2nq@ even less; 
very great—majority will vary all the 
way between the extremes. 

The moral to be drawn from the above 
stated truisms is that every farmer 
should, primarily, concern himself about 
the cost of producing his own crop of 
cotton. It is the end of the line that he 
holds in his Own hands, and it cannot 
be taken from him. Knowing the prob- 
able market price Azhat will prevai! next 
fall (and placing it at the minimum), his 
concern should be to produce his rop 
at such a cost that there shall be a fair 
margin for profit to himself. If he can- 
not see his way clear to do so, it were 
better not to plant any cotton. If he be- 
lieves that cotton must sel] next year at 
10 cents, it would manifesly be suicidal 
to plant a crop unless fairly confident 
that he can produce it at a cost not 
greater than 8 cents per pound delivered 
at the warehouse. It is not intended to 
say that 2 cents a pound should be con- 
sidered a satisfactory profit. It is not. 
The best judges among experienced 
farmers believe that there should be a 
profit of at least 25 per cent on the cost 
of production; that a crop costing 8 
cents a pound should sell for 12 cents a 
pound. 

But, as the farmer cannot force, or 
induce, or cajole the buyer into giving 
him 12 cents a pound for cotton that 
cost 8 cents, when the buyer can get all 
he wants at 10 cents, or less, then it is 
manifestly the proper policy for the 
farmer to produce his cotton at a less 
cost than 8 cents if he wishes to realize 
a profit of 50 per cent. " 

Does the reader see the point? And 
will the individual farmer make the prac- 
tical application?
